The Salvation Army asks not for 
judgment save only that based on 
what it has actually accomplished, 
said the general; on the work of re- 
formed drunkards ministering to 
drunkards, and of former agnostics 
carrying the Christian truths to un- 
believers. 

We are on the verge of a new hori- 
zon for Christianity, the doors of the 
mind are opening, and the time is 
ripe to carry the word of God into all 
the worald, were the concluding words 
of General Booth.

None of Public’s Business? 

The Government supporters, 
with the assistance of half the 
Farmer members and some of the 
Cross Benchems, voted down a 
resolution proposed by the Liber- 
als, asserting it to be the right of 
Parliament to have full informa- 
tion in relation to the management 
of every part of the public service, 
including the National Railway 


system, 

In negativing that principle the 
Government supporters, Farmer 
members and Cross Benehers af- 
firmed the eontrary. In effect 
they established the ruling that it 
is not the right of Parliament to 
have information, and that the 
Government is entitled to with 
hold information or so much of it 
as the Ministers choose. 

_ The publie have no way of find 
ing out how the public affairs are 
managed unless Parliament pro- 
duces the information—by com- 
pelling the Goverument to bring 
down the facts when such action 
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holding of detailed information 
enabled a Government to protect 
| some public interest or advance a 
| public advantage. But there 
never has been 2 time when the 
| continuous and normal operations 
of a Government department were 
{shrouded in seerecy that the pub- 
lie interests have not suffered. 
|Giving the present Government 
|eredit for being no worse than its 
| predecessors, it is not to be trust- 
|ed to run the National Railways 
behind closed doors. 


| The Government last year lost 
| almost seventy millions of publie 
| dollars in the operation of the 
National roads. The Minister of 
Railways says he does not know 
how it happened, or what to do 


as many members in Parliament in 
proportion to their numbers as are 
allowed to rural distriets. That is 
mot exactly the kind the United 
Framers have been calling for, but
